Partners in education| Divestiture bill moves: 


The F & R Lazarus and Co.’s recent donation of $150,000 
tothe Ohio State Linkversity College of Humanities to torge 
apartnership between the business world and humanities 
is worthy of note. 

The gift will enable the college to develop a variety of 
programs to benefit students, corporate executives, and 
the community. 

One doesn’t often think: of the ‘business world and 
humanities as being compatible. It is, however, interesting 
to note that there is a course called Business Ethics in the 
philosophy department. , ‘ 

One of the aspects of the Lazarus grant is of special 
interest to The CALL & POST. 

Opportunities for women and minorities will be 
expanded as a result of the gift. This aspect of the program 
will include scholarships for study abroad by minority stu- 
dents, support for the celebration of the tenth anniversary 
of Ohio State's Center for Women’s Studies, and involve- 
ment in the dedication of 1985 of Ohio State's new Black 
Studies Community Extension Center, at Mt. Vernon and 
Monroe Aves. in Columbus. 

Other parts of the program will provide for the develop- 
ment of a “New World studies” text book for 1992, a corpo- 
rate college that will bring business executives from across 
the nation to Ohio State for seminars, and internships at 
Lazarus for junior-year humanities students. 

This gift is one more example of the humanitarian inter- 
ests of the Lazarus family. The Lazarus partnership in edu- 
cation should be followed by other major corporations in 
Ohio.

This is the inescapable conclu- 
sion reached from an objective 
analysis of statistics contained ina 
National Urban League study 
released early in August. 

The report, written by James 
McGhee, the League's research 
director, stated: “The attrition of 
Black males from various causes 
from conception through adult- 
hood finally results in an insuffi- 
cient number.,.who are willing and 
able to provide for women and 
children in a family setting.” This 
has resulted, according to 
McGhee, to a significant decline in 
male-headed Black families—trom 
74 percent in 1960 to 54 percentin 
1981. ‘ 

The plight of Black males, the 
report continued, stems from 4@ 
“gauntlet of dangers.” including 
untimely deaths from disease, 
accidents, suicides and homicides 
end the failure to break discrimina- 
tlon In the job market.

This is the first product ever 
to carry Mr. Gregory's name. It 
will be distributed nationwide 
by individual distributors of 
Cernitin America, Inc., as well 
as through the mail order vehi- 
cle. The diet features his 4X 
formula, which has never 
before been available to the 
general public. 

Mr. Gregory announced that 
he has been besieged with 
requests in the past--including 
a $300 million offer--to market 
his formula but refused. He 
agreed to this precedent- 
setting contract because of the 


“integrity of the company.” 

Dick Gregory gained fame in 
the early 1950s as a comedian 
on the night club circuit. In 
those days he weighed over 
300 pounds. As Mr. Gregory 
was introduced to the value of 
nutrition, he rejected the night 
club scene because of his 
aversion to alcoholic bever- 
ages. Since this health awaken- 
ing, Gregory has gained 
worldwide fame for champion- 
ing health, physical fitness and 
weight loss and for his fasts 
and cross country runs. 

Cernitin America, Inc., 
which is based in Yellow 
Springs, Ohio; is a subsidiary 
of the multi-billion dollar 
Skonen-Gripen, aholding 
company which is located in 
Sweden. Cernitin America Inc. 
deals primarily in the distribu- 
tion of health products.

of appointees from the admin- 
istration of former Gov. James 
A. Rhodes. Only three Blacks 
have served on the board, 
according to Charles Seward, 
head of the Board's student 
assistance programs.

Maceo Clark of Dayton was an 
original board member, and 
served a full nine-year term, 
from 1963-1972; Cleveland 
Atty. David Hill appointed by 
former Gov. John Gilligan to 
serve an unexpired term in the 
early 1970; and Columbus 
attorney and former State Sen. 
John W.E. Bowen was ap- 
pointed by Rhodes in 1977, and 
served until 1982. 

However, the composition of 
the Board has been a concern 
of Gov. Celeste. 1t has been 
stated that the Board has often 
been made up of “nine white 
men from Southern Ohio.” In 
fact, most of the current board 
members are from Southern 
Ohio, and no women or Blacks 
serve orf the board. 

Former member Bowen felt 
there should be “an effort to 
assure that various cross- 
sections of the state are 
represented, particularly gince 
there are some special issues

‘New Housing Initiatives’ 


proposed for poor people 


By TED OSHOD! 


The city of Columbus wants 
to embark on a $9 million “New 
Housing Initiatives” that would 
improve housing opportunities 
for the low- and moderate- 
indome people, and provide 
new jobs. 

To this end, Mayor Dana G. 
Rinehart has asked Human 
Services Director Khari Ena- 
haro to pursue a ten-point 
plan, which does not include 
existing housing programs. 

The new housing package is 
expected to be presented to 
the City Council sometime in 
February 1985, according to 
Rinehart's administration. 

“Our goal is to make life bet- 
ter and improve the housing 
stock in our neighborhoods,” 
Rinehart said. 

Enaharo is expected to take 
several measures, including 
the establishment of a Housing 
Advisory Commission and the 
writing of a Comprehensive 


, Housing Policy. 


Funding for the projects is 
expected to come from federal, 
state and private organiza- 
tions, according to Enaharo. 

Under the new housing pro- 
grams, more than $5 million 
qm

used to provide tinancial 
assistance to qualified. 
hemeowners this year. 

And a total of $1.4 million 


from State Savings, Fannie 
Mae and the CDBG fund, will 
be available for the purchase 
and rehabilitation of properties 
that have béen vacant for a 
year or longer. 

The “New Housing Initia- 
tives” program also includes: 

® Expansion of the Urban 
Homesteading Program from 
32 to 60 during the next fiscal 
year. Under the program, the 
city seeks $1 million from the 
federal government to buy 60 
properties from HUD. 

® An Emergency Housing 
Program: A total of $100,000 in 
city furids would be used to 
purchase and rehabilitate at 
least four ilving units by Aug. 1, 
1985. The unit would be man- 
aged by an agency other than 
the city. 

© A Rental Rehabilitation 
Program that would provide 
financial assistance to land- 
lords to rehabilitate rental units 
for occupancy by low- and 
moderate-income tenants. 
Under this plan, $1.4 million in 
federal and private funds will 
be used to make loans for such 
rehabilitation of up to 140 
units. About $800,000 of the 
funding is expected to gener-

Demolition is expected to be 
completed by Friday, Oct. 5 on 
two buildings on the northwest 
corner of Mt. Vernon Ave. and 
20th ‘St., according to Dana 
Rose, of the city's building 
regulations division. 

The city first issued con- 
demnation orders for the two 
buildings in July 1983, but 
appeal rights continued until 
the city decided that the 
owners would not be able to 
rehabilitate the structures. 

One building formerly 
housed the Bell Radio and TV 
Repair at 1082 Mt. Vernon Ave. 
At 1086, in the same building, 
was once the 20th Century 
Pool Hall. 

That property is owned by 
Ron Smith, 4929 Etna Ad. 

The second building, with 
addresses of 1090 and 1092 Mt. 
Vernon Ave., is: owned by 
Frank and Dorothy Baldasarro, 
Sunbury Ohio. The Bee 
Food Market was once a 1092 
Mt. Vernon Ave. 
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No plans are known for the 
property, at this time. 

However, COTA public 
information coordinator Cyn- 
thia Kallile said that a pas- 
senger shelter will be consi- 
dered for the Mt. Vernon Ave. 
and 20th St. location, even 
though such a passenger shel- 
ter Is targeted for Mt. Vernon 
and Champion Aves.
